Subject :—Corporate Social Responsibility of Mining 
Ministry PSU 

No. 13/4/2008-CDN—The issue of Coorporate Social 
Responsibility (CSR) has been a matter of considerable 
attention in recent years, particularly after the economic 
liberalization of 1991 when private sector investments 
became an important factor in development activities in 
general and as an investment in socio-economic 
development of the remoter and more deprived areas in 
particular. 

2. CSR has been a voluntary activity in general, driven 
by corporates wanting to project the image of a socially 
responsive compay both to their shareholders and other 
stakeholders and to the local community. However, the 
nature and extent of CSR effort has been very variable. 

3. In addition, in the context of Public Sector Undertaking 
(PSUs), Government, being both a policy maker and standard 
setter for CSR and also the owner of PSUs, has a higher 
level of responsibility with regard to PSUs. Accordingly, 
guidelines for CSRs by Central Public Sector Enterprises 
have been issued by the Government. 

4. Mining by its very nature has relatively high adverse 
socio-economic and environmental impacts and the new 
draft Mines and Minerals (Development and Regulation) 
Act provides for public disclosure of not only CSR plans 
but also of CSR expenditures. 

5. Since the entire porcess of planning from a long-term 
perspective is linked in the Mines Ministry with the 
Sustainable Development Framework (SDF), it is desirable 
that the Ministy’s PSUs should be adequately able to draw 
on the general framework and apply it to their particular 
case. In order to facilitate this process, it has been decided 
that former Secretary, Ministry of Mines, Smt. Santha Sheela 
Nair, who has extensive knowledge in these matters, and 
who has agreed to the arrangement, may be designated as 
a ‘Mentor’ or CSR for the Ministry for the purpose of 
facilitating the CSR Action Plans for National Aluminium 
Company Limited (NALCO) and Hindustan Copper Limited 
(HCL). The two companies will be free to consult her as per 
requirement, and she may be invited to Ministry/C-TEMPO 
meetings on CSR for the two PSUs and also, as and when 
necessary, to the SDF meetings in the Ministry. All 
documents on the subject will be shared with her in order 
to facilitate her valuable inputs. 

6. This arrangement will be valid for a period of one year 
from the date of notification, or till withdrawn by the 
Government after mutual consultation, whichever is earlier. 
Smt. Nair would work in an honorary capacity. She would 
be eligible for actual expenses of travel and stay as 
permissible to her status, and these expenses shall be met 


by the consulting organization. In other cases she will be 
available for consultation in Chennai (where she is presently 
based) with NALCO providing secretarial assistance through 
its Chennai office for the purpose.
